supply specific information with a view to investigation.” The ensuing 
correspondence, published in a White Paper shows that the Acting 
Secretary for State forwarded ‘A memorandum quoting a number of 
allegations for which the State Department did not assume respon- 
sibility, declaring that while the United States Government did not 
imply that Britain was guilty of the practices imputed, the feeling 
existed, which would be diffloult to dispel as long as the British 
Government exacted delivery of all messages handled by.the Cable 
Companies, They desired to remain anonymous, as the Government 
would have preferred to take up the mutter therewith and give the 
fullest publicity to the whole affair in order to counter the: malicious 
reports apread with the object of creating Anglo-American friction. 

Lord Curzon pointed out the obvious impossibility of tracing 
many messages. He mentioned that ‘fifty-two out of fifty-six of them 
were two yeurs old, dating to a period immediately after the 
armistice, when the censorship operated with the full cognizance of 
the United States Government. There were a few cases during the 
war itself, when American officers worked in the British Censor's 
office. These American officers regarded the charges against. the 
British Censorship unfounded. foes 

Lord Curzon showed that delays to telegrams in the period men- 
tioned occurred in the Cable Companies, both of which were American 
controlled concerns. He contradicted emphatically the allegation 
that British firms were allowed access to information derived through 
the Censorship and contended that the statement to which the State 
Department draws attention was founded on vague charges, as shown 
Yy the fact that American companies control the Atlantic cables, also 
the. cables between Britain and France, and since the end of 1919 
Britain ‘has leased to an American company special wires between 
3ritain, Hollind and Belgium. Consequently a large proportion of 
the American continental traffic is not handied by the British Post 
Office.

father, writes Cicely Hamilton. 


The action struck me not oaly 
as un-English but significant, and 
I thought of ‘the polite little 
sailor-boy long after the train had 
steamed us away from his neigh- 
bourhood. He was bred—as 
‘French children are usually bred 
--to observe certain courteous, 
ceremonious rules in dealing with 
the members of his family; and it 
is the general observance of those 
daily rules, the attention to 
etiquette between members of a 
household, which makes the 
French family something apart 
from the English—a unit, a de- 
finite whole. 


AN INSULAR PENALTY.. 


It is hardly an exaggeration to 
say that, compared with our 
neighbours beyond the Channel, 
we havo no family life; and that, 
probably, is one of the Penalties— 
if you like, rewards—-of living 
in an island empire. 

An island empire breeds 
colonists and sailors, and you 
cannot breed sailors and colonists 
and keep ative the idea and ideal 
of the household as a definite 
whole. 


Not that we, who are English, 
are unconscious of the tie of 
blood or lacking in affection for 
kith and kin—even though that 
kith and kin be scattered. But 
we are bred as individuals, not 
as members <f a little social 
system;and it is tacitly taken 
for granted in our ‘youth that, 
with years of discretion, we shall 
go our individual ways, ; 


So. firmly do we ‘insist upon 
our individual tastes and dis- 
tastes in what we call our family 
life, so little do we aim at a com- 
mon unity, that we regard it as a 
dangerous experiment for a 
mother to stay long with a 
married’ son, or daughter, for 
relations-in-law to see very much 
of each other. 

I remember the incredulous 
shout of laughter that went up 
from a roomful of British soldiers 
when I described the composi- 
tion of a certain French house- 
hold I knew of--three gisters-in- 
law and their families living 
amicably under one roof! I 


assured them it was true—but T 
i 


doubt if my count: ymen betieved 
me, 


FRENCH CODE OF ETIQUETTE, 

Hf that sort of thing is possible 
in France and not possible with 
us, itis largely because theFrench 
fumily has what we have not; a 
code of etiquette which is binding 
on all its members. 


The experiencé of humanity 
has proved that you. cannot herd 
men and women together—in any 
capacity—without laying down 
precise and formal ruies concern- 
ing their manners to each other. 
Any form of common life that is 
real and fasting—the publie 
school, the family, the regiment 
—evolves its form of outward 
discipline, its etiquetie; the code 
which regulates, more or less 
strictly, the behaviour of its mem-

bers to each “Other; All living 
Societies evol¥e such a code; and 
because it‘ is 9. living aociety, 
French family fife has evolved it 
—in little ceremontes of respect 
And courtesy. which are strange 
to an English household, 


It is. this daily oeremonious- 
ness, respect, and restraint whioh 
makes it possible for persona who, 
in England, would bicker snd get 
on each other's‘ nerves to live 
amiably and: cheerfully together 
because they are related by blood 
or brought into the family ,by 
Marriage. 


The manner. of puta to 
relations is not left to the indivi- 
dual taste; they are treated ac- 
corditig to rules laid down by the 
unwritten code. 


ADVANTAGES IN BOTH. METHODS. 


My small friend of the railway 
station, who was brovght up to 
doff bis cap to his father—not 
only to. strangers—will perhaps 
when the day of inevitable differ- 
ence comes, speak bis mind less 
bitterly because the. habits of 
years have enjoined on him the 
usages of deference. - 


There are advantages in both 
mothods of training—the English 
as well as the French; and I have 
talkedin France with men as well 
as women who frankly admired 
our more individual . methode, 
asserting that they niade for 
strength and character. 


Probably each race has gone 
the road that suits it best, and 
the family as the Frenchman-haa 
made it—the "class-conscious” 
nnit—would be an impossible 
institution with a people of 
necessity more migratory.. That, 
however, need not blind us to the 
advantages of belonging to a 
“ class-conscious ” family—the 
higher code of manners that its 
momborship enjoins and (not less 
important) the greater cautious- 
ness in marriage. 


Marriage with those who are 
conscious of family ties and 
duties is always a inore careful 
business than with ‘those who 
need only please thomselves. 
The Frenchman unsuitably 
married has not only done badly 
for himself ; an unsuitable membor 
has been brought into’ his social 
system, 


Consciously or unconsciously, 
the knowledge will influence him 
for he has absorbed with his 
training the sense of a duty to’ 
the family. Hence he does not 
marry with the. heedlessness of 
consequence that is frequent i in 
Anglo- Saxon youth,

Rays Thrown Where Wanted. 


‘There seems to be a tendency 
o regard tre question of dazzling 
heat-famps as rolely one for the 
anotorist, whereas primarily it 
concerns the. convenience and 
safety of the general public, says 
a writer in the Thvesx, The 
ind:vidual drives is quite 
nappy with the most -brilliaat 
tread -lamps that ingenuity 
can devise, and if he were alone 
on the road there is no reason 
why he sbonld not ba left to 
enjoy them without interference. 
But there are other people on the 
road, both pedestrians and 
drivers, to whom at the best the 


and at most an actnal danger, 
because other drivers moving in 
the opposite direction, . being 
temporarily blinded, cannot sec 
any objects there may be on the 
road behind the dazzling lamps. 

Dazzle is rather an indefinite 
term, but it may be described as 
the effect produced on tho eye by 
looking. direeUy at a brilliant 
source of light.’ [f a motorist is 
to drive with safety to Lhe general 
public, he must have the road 
iHuninated for some distance 
atenad of him, and, generally 
spenking, the higher his speed 
the greater that distance should 
pb’ But the illumination at a 
wiven point varies, not directly 
with the distanee from the 
souree ef light, but inv rsely as 
the sqnare of Uhat distance ; 
obviously, therefore, if the itumi- 
nation is to be reasonably bright 
a fair distance ahead of a car, 
the lamps it carries must be 
bright and consequently dazzling 
if looked at directly, Any at- 
ten.pt to soften or diffuse. the 
lig t at its source, as by using 
yround glass or covering the lamp 
with tisste paper, must reduce 
the distance at which «a given 
intensity of illumination is pro 
dueed, and, apart from the futility 
of creating light and the stopping 
or destroying it, must be an 
unsatisfactory remedy. 

Tf, then, e bright sourco of Jight 
is inevitable, the only way of 
avoiding its dazzling effects is to 
arrange it in such a way -that 
pedestrians and drivers shall be 
unable to look at it directly. The 
needs of a driver are satisfied if 
the actual surface of the road is 
iluminated, and he does not 
require to see, say, the tops of 
the trees that border the road. 
Hence it will be sufficient for his 
purposes if the lamps of his 
car made to project a beam 
with ifs top edge parallel to the 
surface of the road, and at a 
height of, say, 4ft. or 44 ft, above 
it Such a beam will not strike 
directly the eyes of pédestrians 
(except children) or drivers of 
other vehicles meeting it, and 
there fore will not be dazzling— 
apart from one limiting and not 
very important case, when. a cit 
and a pedestrian are just reaching 
the crest of a hill fromopposite 
directions. 

At first sightit might seem that 
this resalt could ve readily 
attained by blocking out the top 
portion of the glass of the lamp, 
so as to allow only the lower part 
of the beam to emerge ; but, apart 
from other imperfections, this 
method would entail wasting 
light even more crudely than 
with the use of tissue papor. If 
half the light were stopped in this 
way the lamp would evidently 
have to be something like double 
the power to give the same 
intensity of illumination at a 
state! distance, ard the motorist 
would be obliged to provide him- 
self with a correspondingly larger 
glectrical equipment. | 

A more rational plan is to 
collect as much as possible of the 
total light of the lamp by optical 
means and project it where it is 
wanted, and this is the method

devi-ed by Sir Howard Grubb, 
the scientific adviser to the Com- 
In

YAP AND GUAM. 


Japan’s Grounds of Claim. | 


Tho following statement has 
been izstied by the Japanose For- 
eign Office -— , : 

“The maintenance of perce in 
the Orient and tho safeguarding 
of commerce and navigation in 
the Pacific were Japan's purpose. 
in dastroying the [German fleet 
and occupying the formor German 
islands. 

"In conformity with Allied ad- 
ministrative methods in occupied 
territories, Japan introduced mi- 
litary administration and establi- 
shed garrisons in the. principal 
islands: but the administration 
is military only in name, for ex- 
perienced civilians are performing 
the actualexecutjve work, without 
interference from the military and 
are devoting their efforts toward 
the development of peaco and the 
welfare of the natives. This has 
been unanimously recognized by 
all visitors to the islands, 

NEW ADMINISTRATIN 

PROJECTED. 
“In accordance with the 
Supreme Council's" resolution of 
1919 and the terms of the mandate 
fixed by the League of Nations 
Council in December last, Japan 
is now preparing a suitable ad- 
ministrative organ whose object 
will he to promote the moral and 
material happiness, and the social] 
progress of the inhabitants. The 
military administration will short- 
ly be abolished, 

Recent rumours of the can- 
struction of fortifications on the 
islands and of Japanese naval 
activity . there ars entirely 
unfunded; itis very regrettable 
that newspapers should publish 
such fabrications. 

NO STRATEGIC VALUE, 

“There is apparently. a-ten- 
dency to exaggerate the econonic 
and strategic value of the islands; 
and to attach undue importance 
to Japan’s occupation of them. 
but their total area is less than 
that of Rhode Island: economi- 
cally the islands are scarcely 
worth mentioning, while «strate 
givally they are unimportant 
because Japan, true to the spirit 
of mandatory rule, has disavowed 
all intention to establish military 
or naval bases or fortifications, 


“Yap is one third the aroa of

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BALL-ROOM . DANCING. 


The. Modern Trend. 


Tho present ora of ball-room 
dancing may. be said to havo 
commenced in the early -years of 
the Twentieth Century. ]t was} 
not until then that dancers began 
to-cast off the cramping influence 
left behind by the 
Victorian dancing masters and 
to fee! a desire to be ablo to givo 
some little expression of their 
own individuality in their move: 
ments. The gradual passing of 
the old valse, in which ono 
mechanically -revolved like a 
teetotum, into the variation, most 
unfortunately naméd the- Boston, 
was the first outward evidence of 
the birth of a new spirit, states a 
writer in the London Murning 
Post. . 

Undoubtedly the wonderful 
dancing on the stage of Mordkin, 
Nijinski, Pavlova and the other 
Ruesians drew the _ ball-room 
dancer's attention to the soulless 
nature of his own dances and 
helped to crystallise in his 
particular. sphere the spirit of 
unrest which was even then eat- 
ing its way througly the world. 
It must always be remeinbered 
that the ball-room is a part of the 
great world and that it is im- 
monsely affected by what 18 going 
on outside. 

The arrival of the one step was 
an easy matter after this revolt 
against autocracy and exactly 
corresponds with the coming of 
the Bolshevik after the Great 
War.

MURDER BY HYPNOTISM? 


ie 


: Strange Theory of Castle 
Crime. 


[Ie it possible for a little girl to 
be hypnotised and in that condi- 
tion carry out a command to 
commit murdor and suicide? 

That is the extraordinary 
theory advanced to account for 
the crime in- the Castle 
Klepelsdorf, where millionairess 
was shot dead. 

An aged grandmother inherits 
the money, but it is alleged 
that ths plotters had arranged 
for her death by means of 
poisoned brandy.] 

Tho theory of hypnotic eug- 
gestion is advanced aa a solution 
of the mystery of Cas lo Kiepel- 
sdorf, the feudal mansion at the 
foot of tho so-called "Giant 
Mountains” of Silevia.’ 

Tho principal figures in, ths 
lerrible drama are :— 

Dorothy Rohrbeck, the young 
and beautiful milfionaire pro- 
prietress of the ‘castlo and 
neighbouring estatas, who was 
found lying dead in her dining! 
room with bullet wounds in the 
head and chest. 

Uraula Schade, ‘her twelve- 
yoars-old cousin, who died from 
a shot in the head without 
recovering consciousness, and 
in whose dress pocket was ao 
letter saying she was going to 
kill ber cousin and then shoot 
horself. 

Petor Grupen, an architect; 
stopfather of Ursula, and uncle 
by marriage of Dorsthy, arrested 
on suspicion’ of murder or 
eomplicity. . 
RICH, BUT BROKEN-HEARTED. 

Another and pathetic figure is 
the old grandmother of both the 
dead girls, who, as tho nearest 
blood relation of the heiress, 
suddenly becomes enormously 
wealthy, but is broken-hearted. 

Whilst convinced that Dorothy 
Rohrbeck and her little cousin 
were victims of a plot for gaining 
possession, of the estates and 
fortune, the authorities lack 
direct evidence. 

Grupen, who was_also a guest 
at the castle, asserts his inno- 
cence and is perfectly cool, 
whilst ‘the police are further 
baffled by = the -fact that an 
examination of the bodies and 
the nature of the wounds leads 
them. to believe that the. fatal 
shots were actually fired by the 
twelve-years-old girl. 

MENTAL TELEPATHY. 

Convinced, all the saine of the 
guilt of the architect, they sub- 
mit the following explanation of 
the crime. . 

Jt has been generally known 
that Grupen was very interested 
in mental telepathy and bypnot- 
jem, and had experimented on 
relatives, : 


‘They suggest that he hypnotis- 
ed Ursula into first writing the 
letter, and then killing her cousin 
and shooting herself. : 

Found in the room was a re- 
volver. in which were several 
eirtridges which. had been dis 
charged. Unhesitatingly Grapen 
admitted that this was his pro- 
perty, and cooly said he had fired 
with it two shots at sparrows in 
the park, and unwittingly left it 
lying on the table. 

Ursula, he said, must have 
picked it up, accidentally killed 
Dorothy,’ and then, frightened, 
had written the letter and shot 
herself. 


The grandmother would, in any

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J WHO RULES? 

Members of the Old Parliament in ‘Canton have 
declared the so-called Military Government there to be the 
rightful Government of China, and have elected Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen as President of the Republic, by an over whelining 
majority. As we view. the matter, the only value of this 
development is to show that the Southern recaleitrants do 
not intend to efiect. a reconciliation with the North. “Asa 

iece of practical ‘politics it cannot at the present time 
have any real significance ur’serve any useful end. Dr: 
Sun and his followers must kuow that they cannot epforce 
their authority over the North, any more than‘ the North 
is able to control’ the South. So in appointing Sun 
Yat-sen to be President of the whole country, these 
-Parliamentarians have only given him an empty, high- 
sounding title. ‘The situation to-day is that there are two 

. men claiming to be President of China and two Governments 
asserting their right to function. Admittedly, neither 
Government controls the whole Republic. but the’ one 
established in Peking is the recognised administration, 
whilst the other is not: Presumably, the newly-declared 
‘Government, will now seck recognition, but it will have to 
show that it has a greater following than the one in Peking 
if it hopes to suceced. : 

_ Supposing we were lo graut, for the sake of 
that the Southerners are strictly correct when 
that the Parliament in Canton 
legislative body? - And supposing we were io concede 
that they are entitled to form a Government and choose 

, President? We do not necessarily support these claims, 

ut, even if we did, is there any hope at the moment 
of the South's being able to enforce its opinions to the 
point of taking over the yovernment of tie country?

If that’ is the 
“light in which Dr. Sun and company view the situation, 
would they not be better advised to attempt the creation.of

foreign recognition of it ! If they won’t kow-tow to the

The House Tax. 


In -connestion with the in- 
creases in the Assessed Taxes 
which the: Legislative Council 
sanctioned at ite meeting on 
‘Thursday wo have never quite 
undérstood why it is that the 


{tax on property in thie Colony 


has beon called “Assessed.” True, 
wo have a-Government, Assessor 
and a staff, whose duty it is to 
see that the proper tax is levied 
and collected, but we have yet lo 
learn that the Assessur does any 
assessing in the caso of buildings 
which are owned by cne party 
and rented out to another. There 
has to be an assessmont in tho 
case of property owner-occupied, 
but the bulk of tho property in thia 
Colony—both commercial and 
residential—is rented at what- 
ever figure the landlords cara to 
charge. And that figure (not an 
indopendontly assoased figure) is 
the one on which tho old-tax was 
and the new tax will now he 
payable. In the Old Country 
there is a distinction between 
the rental value of property and 
the rateable value; the :« last- 
named figure being that indapend- 
ently decided on by an impartial 
official, purely for taxation pur- 
poses. The result is that ao 
tenant haa some idea as to what 
he.should be charged as compar- 
ed with what he actually is 
eharged. And a still further 
rosult is that the revenue of tho 
district is tiot madedependent on 
the generosity or rascality . of 
landlords. In this Colony it very 
largely is. Ifa landlord puts up 
the rent.of his houses, then the 
Colony gets more revenue, The 


‘helpless tenant bears the double 


burden. We have in mind a case 
in Kowloon which came to our 
notice recently. Tho landlord 
raised the rent and tho tenant 
had to stump up more to the 
Assessment Office in con- 
sequence. Why cannot wo have 
an independant valuation made 
of all property in the Colony for 
taxation purpases? It is the only 
fair way of doing things, after 
all. Tho. present system means 
that if pays the Government to let 
rents. goup. It might not desire 
high rents (our present Governor 
once spoke of a Fair Rents 
Board) but tho fact remains that 
it pays not tointerfero. ~~ - 


Pure “Sarc.” 


The P. and O. Co, has declared 
a dividend at the rate of 12 per 
cent, ‘in respect of the past 
financial half-year, which impels 
a correspondent in a contomporary 
to‘a little pleasantry. For some 
time past we have heard .that 
freights aro continuing to fall, 
and in these latter days, what 
with increased tonnage and in- 
different trade, there has not been 
sufficient cargo to go round even 
at enormously-reduced rates. 
Besides this, and in spite of a 
tremendous inflation in fares, it 
has boon stated that passengers 
are being carried at a joss. See- 
ing that under these .conditions 
the Company is able to pay a 
dividend of 12 per cent., how 
happy will be the shareholders’ 
lot, remarks the correspondent, 
when freight has recovered its 
tone and fares have been further 
advanced so as to bring them to 
a lucrative level! The’ position 
has a paradoxical jook.. As 
helping .to explain, it may be 
obsorved that during the carlier 
portion of the period the slump 
in freights was less acute than 
just now. With regard to pas- 
sengers, wa have not the P, and QO. 
report at hand at the moment, 
but, if we recollect rightly, it did 
not suggest that passenger traffic 
in general was unprofitable. 
Hugely as fares have risen, it is 
not altogether astonishing to hear 
of a certain run showing a loss, 
considering the prodigious in- 
crease in wages, fuel, and other 
Tunning . costs. The over-all 
passenger traffic must surely be 
remunerative, though. A sugges- 
tion that the correspondent was 
anything else than jocose in his 
Premonition of still higher fares 
would give one the shivers,

In St. George's Workhouse, 
now closed by the Southwark 
Guardians, several writers have 
claimed to discover the birthplace 
of Oliver Twist and the place in 
which that “greedy boy’ made 
his staggering request for “more”. 
Mr. .W. B. Matz, in the current 
Dickensian, points out that the 
workhouse thus immortelised was 
in “a certain town” at eome dis- 
tance from London. A guess at 
Rochester is dismissed, on the 
[ground that Oliver ontered Lon- 
don from the opposite direction. 
In tho serial edition of the story, 
Dickens named the town Mudfog, 


which has a riverside suggestion | 


about it, hutin volume form the 
story appeared with the name 
cautiously omitted, arid a note 
hinting that ramours had been 
abroad. So the identity of Oliver's 
“home is lost, but the copper 
which failed to supply the “ more” 
is preserved, for a lasting mem- 
orial to Bumble.) 


The “pillar-box red” with 
which the Guards are now again 
adorned dates much farther back 
than the days’ of Marlborough.

New Model Army, which was 
the nucleus of the Regular Army 
of England. The New Model 
was formed by ‘an ordinance of 
Fobruary 15, 1645.0 Thus the 
colours which we now associate 
with Royalty wero first worn by 
the army which was to bring 
Royalty, temporarily, to an end;
